 Justice Henry duPont Ridgely of the Delaware Supreme Court has been 
elected to the House of Delegates of the American Bar Association as the 
Conference Delegate of The Appellate Judges Conference of the Judicial Division. 
The Appellate Judges Conference includes state and federal appellate judges, 
appellate lawyers, and staff attorneys of the Judicial Division. The House of 
Delegates is the policy making body of the ABA and votes on issues affecting the 
Association and the legal profession.

At the time of his appointment as a 
Justice of the Delaware Supreme Court in 2004, Justice Ridgely was the President 
Judge of the Delaware Superior Court and the Chair-elect of The National 
Conference of State Trial Judges.
